France and England Both Lay Claim to the
Colony Town of Fararma.

Loxpox, Junly 25 — The pegotiations
which are at present being earried on in
Paris between the governments of Grest
Britaio and France may have a very serions
result for the British colony of Sierra
Leone. The question under discussion is
one of those curious points which some-
times arise 1n treaties relating to countries
of which maps can give only an approxi-
mate idea. For the past quarter of a cent-

ury France has heen gradually closing in on
Rierra Leone, whose trade is in the various

products which reach the ecoast
from the interior.

On the Freneh maps Fararma was shown
well within the French boundary, bat the
FEunglish officials claim that an accurate
survey has now clearly demonstrated that
it is really within the British limits, and
the inhabitanta of Sierra Leonearenatural-
ly anxious to rotain this important entry

rt of trade in their own handa. It is the
neck of the bottle throngh which the trade
of the colony flows, and this is recognized
by the Frenchno less than by the English
colonists. France is, therefore, determined
tc assert her alleged rights in
the town.

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APPEALED TO THE SULTAN,

Christians in Crete Fall to Recelve Proteo-
tion fromm Turkish FPersecution.

Loxpon, July 25.—A dspateh from Crete
says the irmtation among the Christian
population is constantly inereasing, owing
to the incapacity of the Vali Djavad
Pasha and of the Governor ot Candis,
Shukribey. In econsequence of a tele-
gram sent directly to the Saultan,
by the Christians of Candia, complain-
ing of their condition, Djavad Pasha
went there from Canea. Having called the
leading Christians together, he remon-
strated with them for having addressed
themselves directly to the Sultan in-

stead of to himself, on which the
replied that they had already addresse

him dozeus of tiwes, with the only resais
that thungs got worse instead of better,
The withdrawal of six batsalions from the
wland to Beyiroot on account of the insur-
rection of Yemen bhas left the Val with
less than seven thousand effective troops.
and the fact that a thousand boxes of
smmunition had been smugelied in by the
Cretans made Djavad FPasha more con-
ciliatory, and preveuted the Chris-
tian spokesmen from being imme-
diately thrown into prison. A few
more oftrages by the ‘lurks will
undoubtedly cause an_ insurrection iu
Crete, the Christian population being daily
in receipt of arms and ammanition from
friends abroad, and especially in Greece.
Photiades Pasha, who now resides in Ath-
ens, has again been spoken of as Governor-
general of Crete, but he says that he
would not consent to accept the position
unless it were made the subject of a Euro-
«~ pean guarantee. For various reasons the
ultan would be glad to get Photiades
Pasha back into Tarkish territory, but the
ex-(rovernor-general of Crete and ex-em-
bassador at Rome is much too shrewd a
man to put himself within reach of the
sutoorat of Yildiz.
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ACCIDENT TO STANLEY.

The African Explorer Gets a Serious Injary
While Mountain Climbing.

GENEVA, July 25.—According to informa-
tion received from Muerren, where Henry
M. Stanley is staying with his wife, the ex-
plorer has fractured his left lower thigh-
bone by acerdentally slipping whilemount-
sin-echimbing.

Mr. Stanley had started to walk from
Muerron towards the Schill valley. While

passing throngh a wood he slipped on some
rocky ground and fell heavily to the
earth, fracturing his left thigh bone. Two
English doctors, who happened to be stop-
ping at Muerron, were summoned to the
spot where the accident ocenrred. They
bandaged Mr. Stanley’s leg, and then had
him conveved to Muerron, where Dr. P'lay-
fair, of Kurhaus, 18 attending him. The
doctors think that the fracture will heal
easily, and no complications are feared.

THE KAISER INJURED.

He Gets & Bad Fall on the Deck of His Pri-
vate Yacht snd Must Lay Up.

BerLiN, July 25.—The Empvperor of Ger-
many, on board his steamer Hohenzollern,
18 lying off the island of Carlso,asmall Swed-
ish island in the Baltic sea, preparing for
snother whale-hunting expedition.

Emperor William, responding to inqui-
ries as to the accident which befell him on
board of the mmperial yacht Hohen-
gollern, by which his night leg was
tnjured, telegraphs that his _ankle
was hurt, and that he will be reanired to
use his foot sparingly for some time. The
Ewperor will return here on Aug. 17, and
will command thecavalry manoeuvers to be

held in the vicinity of Bromberg. As s
novelty In the military movement, he will
have masses of cavalry crossing the Havel,
some of the horsemen being on pontoons and
the others ou rafts Lastily constructed.
After the munenvers at Hromberg the Em-
peror will rrocee—d to Metz, and will con-
dnet a military survey of upper Alsace.
Thenee bho will wo to Thuringia to take
partin the military maneuvers which are
to be heid at that place.

the Emveror will not, as has been his
custom heretofore, be the guest of the Duke
of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, who has espoused
the eause cof Brinece Bismarck, and loses
ne chance to adversely criticise the doings
of Emperor William. The imperial head-

narters will be established snccessively at
srfurt and Muoelhansen  After these
mapeuvers have been finished the Em-
peror will return to thiscity and subse-
quently pay a visit to Vienua, being ac-
companied to the latter city by Chanoellor
Von Caprivi. The Emperor is thus trulv
deserving of the name of “Der Reisende
Kaiser.”

The Reichsanzeiger to-day sayas thaton
Thursday evening last the Emparor of
Germany slipped. during & rain-storm, on
the wet deck of the Hohenzollern and in-
jnred bis right knee slightly. The injury
thos sustained, however, will compel the
Emperor to give his leg a long rest, and his
projected muontain excursions have been
abandoned. The Reichsanzeiger adds that
the Emperor's general health is good, and

that he dines on deck with the officers of
bis suite and with the chief officers of his

‘Wailing in Dearborn County Over the Tax Law

—$1,000,000 Added to the Duplicate.

LAWRENXCEBURG, Ind., Junly 25.—And now
the Board of Review has sprung another
surprise on the citizens of this county, and
there is fear and apprehension, and, it

might truthfully be added, much swearing.
The board has far exceeded what was an-

ticipated, and has added over $400,000 to
the tax duplicate. The majority of this
sums has been placed to the credit of

thie wealthy Democrats of the eounty.
oue having $53,000 added to his property,
and on most of this, besides paying his reg-
vlar tax, he will have to pay a levee tax of
4 per cent. additional. The county assessor
bas furnisbed to the prosecuting attorney a
list of those who have made false returns.
That oflicer, under the law, is compelled to
prosecute them to indgment and execution,
and this is where the scare comes in. Und &
the atatute they must be fined a sum oot
less than 50 nor more than £5,000 and the
costs of the action, this way,
also, will the revenue of the county
be swelled to a considerable extent. It is
now estimnsted that there will be over eight
hundred of such cases to be tried, and as
there ean practically be nodefense for such
au aotion each case must almost certainly
result in the person being fined. As our
terms of court only last five weeks, it is
nlmoﬂ. a certainty that an extra term or
two will have to be beld to try the cases

Mr. Johnston, the assessor, is unfliuching
in his duty, and although a Democrat, has
not spared even the wealthiest of his party
but has fearlessly performed his duty amid
the ill-feeling and curses of the bosses. It
is safe to say now that every one engaged
in doing this work haadug his own political
grave, for the leaders of the party have time
and again tried to call a halt but withont
avail. The board adjourned Saturday,
but the assessor will keep on in this worg.
and now it ia confidently expected that
$1.000.000 will be added to the duplicate.
The most disagreeable part of the business
is to come vet: that of raising the valuation
of farm property, and it 1s certain now that
if much of thia is done this county will al-
most certainly torn to the Republican faith
at the next eleotion.

BlG CONSUMPTION OF WHISAY.

Fire in a Dallas, Tex.,, Wholesale Ligquor-
House Kesuilts in 8290,000 Damnage.

Darras, Tex.,, July 25.—At 12:48 o'elock
this morning a very destructive fire broke

out in J. B, Cowen’s wholesale liguor-honse
wherein were stored about seven hundred

barrels of whisky. The fire was discov-
ered by some men at the Windsor Hotel,
just opposite, who heard what they took
to be a pistol shot, and, rushing oat, found
smoke issuing from the roof of the liquor-

house. The explosions of barrels of spirits
soon became more frequent. A few min-

utes later flames burst through the roof.
From the liqguor-house the flames spread

into the large two-story brick building ad-
joining it on the west, and ocon for the
storage of cotton-gins by B. F, Wolfe &
Co.. and to the two-story brick em the
east, the gronnd floor of which was ooccu-
rled by the Texas Storage Company.
‘rom this building the flames jumped
ncross the vacant lot separating it
from the opera-house, the roof of which
caught fire. The fire companies directed
two streams of water there and saved the
building. Barrels of liguor continued to
explode with a lond crash as the building
crumbled away. At one time serious icars
were entertained for the ufer(.ly of the
Windsor Hotel. Conetantly fed by the
flowing liguor, the tlames increased in vol-
ame to such an extent that they almost
overleaped the intervening space. The

FATAL CHILIAN TORPEDOES

———

Destroved a Launch-Boat of a United
States Man-of-War and Five Seamen.

e

Sensational Story of an Awful Blander Made
by Balmaceda's Cruiser the Condell—The
News Is Not Credited at Washington.

e

NEw York, July 25.—A eorrespondent at
Callao, Peru, nnder date of June 24, writes
to his paper thus. The famous old man-of-
war Pensacola, of the Upited States navy,
has just arrived here after an execiting run
along the Chilian coast and I send yon the
first news of a thrilling accident at Arica.
Chili, by which five sailors lost their
lives. The steam launch belonging to
the man-of-war was blown up in the
barbor of Arieca by the Chilian torpedo
boat Condell, and every man on board
killed. The list of the dead includes:
O. Smith, New York: Wm. Hayes, Brook-

lvn; Frank Peckham, Newark, N. J.; Teddy
(’Rourke, Huntington, L. l.; Arthur E,
Dykeman, Pearsa'is, . . The steam
launch had left the Pensacola on the regu-
lar evening trip to the shore, and was mak-

ing her way slowly, when suddenly those
on the man-of-war saw the little boat hift-
ed completely out of the water, as if a sub-
terranean monster had risen up upder the
launch and tossed it in the air. There was
the dull echo of a half-smothered explo-
sion and the wreckage was scattered in
every direction. Not a sonnd of a buman
voice was heard. The quiet that followed
told pisinly tbhat the five men aboard the
lsunch had either been killed outright or
so maimed as to be anable to make their
condition known.

The search-light of the Pensacola was
brought into play, and at the same instant
orders were given to lower the boats. VV'hen
the broad rays of the tlash light mnade spec-
ters against the great curtain of fox, the
Coudell was discovered only a short dis-
tance away. The Chihhan eruniser had mis-
taken the launch for an insurgent boat,
and bhad used a torpedo with deadly efiect.
Signaling continned between the man-of-
war and the torpedo-boat for some time,
and when the sitdation of affairs became
known on the Condell her eommander
dipped bhis colors and sent his chief officer
aboard the Fensacola. It then became
known that the exYloainn of the torpedo
was a stupid blunder on the part of the
cruiser. Such apologies as could be offered
were made, but the feeling among the com-
rades of the dead sailors waa very bitter.
The bodies were not recovered. ,

The Pensacola proceeded to Iquique, and
oun June 9 was again exposed to great dan-
ger. Balmaceda’s cruisers, the Lynch and
the Condell, pursned the insurgent ship
Aconcagna, and wonid have captured her
bad not the Esmeralda just then hove in
liTht. She finally put the government ves-
sels to flight, but the engagemen?¥ was hot
while it lasted. Shot and shell were flying
everywhere. Ome shéll exploded within a
ship’s iength of the Peusacola’s bow. The
Pensacola will probably be ordered to San

Fraucisco for repairsa.

Commodore lﬂl'?. commandant at the
Brooklyn navy-yard, was seen at his resi-
dence last evening, and told of the reported
sinking of the Pensacola’s steam launch
and killing of five of the crew. "I have
heard pothing of any such occurrence,”
said the Commodore, “and 1t is mny belief
that there is no trath 1n the atory. Ounly
to-day I received a letter from Admiral
MecCann, dated July 6, from Callao. He
writes from on board of the Baltimore, and
informs me that at the time the Pensacola
was there, and was preparing to sail, on
July 14, for San Francisco, whicih I have no
doubt she did. If an{ such occurence as
you speak of had taken place the Admiral
would certainly have mentioned 1t.

Not Credited at Washington,
WasnINGTON, July 25.—The report from
Chili that a steam lasunch of the United
States steamship Peusacola was accident-
ally blown up and five men killed by a tor-
pedo from the Chilian government torpedo
boat Condel! on July 1 cannot be confirmed

at the Navy Departmeunt. No credit is
placed in the report there, and from &
close investigation by the departmment
officials 1t bns been ascertained
that the Pensacola was not in Chilian
waters on that cate. Of the tive names of
seamen reported to have been killed in the
accident, three of the names apvear on the
muster-roll of the Pensacola for the quarter
ending March 31 last. They are Otto
Schmidt, of New York; William Hayes,
carpenter and calker, of New York., and
George A, Peckbam, seaman, of Boston.

The names of A. E. Dykeman and Teddy
O’Rourke are not found on the roll men-
tioned. A report from Admiral MeCano,
recoived at the department, says that dur-
Ing an engagement at Iquigune, on May 19,
a torpedo boat of the Chilian government
was blown up by accident by a torpede
from the government vess:l Imperial,
snd out of a orew of eight men two
were killed and foar mortally wounded.
This accident, it 18 thonght, may bhave been
reported under a misapprebension as hap-
pening to the launeh of the Pensacola. Al-
though three of the names of men reported
to be killed agree with the muster-roll ot
the Pensacola the Navy Department planes
no reliance 1n the report, for had such an
accident happened, Admiral MeCann
would, 1f possible, have reported 1t 1m-
mediately to the departmeni.

Chilian War Ship Stuck,
Paris. July 25.—The Chilian war ship
Presidente Pinto, which ran aground while
attempting to leave the harbor of Toulon,

yesterday, has not yet been floated. The

government tugs, contrary to the first re-

rts received here, have not been able to

aul her off. The Presidente Pinto is said
to be in a critical position. The Balmaceda
crniser Presidente Errazuriz has arrived at
Lisbon. |

U'pon every occasion where 1 was per-
mitted to do so, carefnl examinations were
made of the heads of these people, both
living and dead, as well as the methods of
strapping the infant Navajos in their cra-
dles, and indeed all else that might tend to
throw light apon the subject.

This picture is from
a photograph of the Navajo woman
“Chuna,” who lives near Fort Wingate,
New Mexico, and 1t shows exectly the gen-
eral method employed by the mothers of
this tribe of Indiaus in strapping their
babies in the cradle, and also their mode of
carryiug the cradle. It will at once be ob-
served that the head of the child is per-
fectly free, and that it has been supphed
by a thick and soft pillow at the back of it,
whereas the body and limbs bhave been
strapped up almost to the last degree.
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PEACE IN TENNESSEE.

Everybody Happy st the Termination of the
Trouble with the Minera

NasuviLLg, Tenn., July 25.—The hapoy
termination of the mimers’ troubies at
Briceville, in East Tennessee, has given
great satisfaction throuchout the State.
Gov. Buchanan is praised for the course he
pursued, many asserting that his conserv-
atism averted blvoodshed. The convict

lease system is unpopular in the State, and,
on that account the miners had, at the ofi-
set, the popular symputhy, but when they
detied the lawful authorities they put them-
selves beyond the sympathy of the good
people of the State, and, if it had been neces-
sary, the Governor could have secured ten
thousand men to have aided him
in the enforcement of the laws,
Asit was a great manyv citizens and mili-
tary companies tendered their sarvices to
the Governor, but they were not required,
and therefore declined. The tronbles were
greatly exaggerated, the number of miners
involved being not over five or six bhun-
dred, and the bulk of them foreigners, re-
cently from the mines in Pennsylvauia, but
the few uatives among them restrained
them from violence and enabled a peaceful
settlement. Whatever may de the outcome
of the lease system in this State it has
clearly heen demonstrated that the law is
supreme, and that every oitizen is and shall
be protected in his life, liberty and prop-
erty.

Big Four Y .admen on Strike.
SrriNGFIELD, O., July 25,—Thirty-eight
yardmen of the Big Four yards again went
out on strike this morning. The strike had

never been settled. The men simply went
to work while waiting the decision of
Superintendent A. E. Peck, of Indianapo-
lis, which was to have been given this
morning at 6 o'clock. Mr. Peck, it is
claimed, is away from home. BSix yard
clerks had also demanded an advance of §5
per month, and will join the switchmen if
refused.

Determined Not to Work.
HARRISBURG, Pa., July 25.—There is no
change in the situation at Steelton. Thus

far there has been no conference between
the atrikers and the steel company man-
axement. At least eight hundred men are
at work, but the other 3,200 idle men are
gquiet and determined that they will never
return to work until the amalgamated scale
be signed.

THE COMMON FLY.

its Metamorphosis and Expianation of Its

Disappearance,
Philadelphia Press.

How many people are there whom the
harmless but annoying little house-fly does
not worry, but sometimes drives to dis-
traction; and yvet how few there are
whose vtomological knowledge is of saofli-
cient breadth to_allow of their tracing it
from its first existence to a full-grown fiy.
Does not the guestion often arise as to its
mysterious and sudden appearance? Sum-
mer after summer they present themselves
for personal annovance in greatabundance,
and, strangely enough, appear always in
fully-developed proportious; yet with the
same yvearly regularity they as mysterions-
ly disappear, lcaving no trace of their ex-
istence behind.

Let us follow one of these little dipter-
ons insects through its metamorphosia
During the month of Angust the fly laysits
eggs in clusters or bnnches in decaying ani-
mal or vegetable matter of almost any
kind, such as maunre or other tilth. The
eggs remain nnhatched usaaliy for a perioa
of s1x wonths, after which thewr hatching
wili depend upon the dewree of heat to
which they are subjected. A dayv or two of
moderate heat will bring the eqgs to life in
larva form—a maggot withount bead, tail or
legs. These crawl to some dry place to pu-
pate. In less than two weeks, with peither
food nor sustenance, the panarium will
grow from its tiny shape to the size of a
small pea, when the perfect iy emerges,

Their hives are of sbhort daration, tor they
only thrive through warm seasons of the
vear, when they are more plentiful, and as
the colder weather returns they die. Frag-
ile in their composition, which contains
nearly 80 per cent. of moisture, they great-
Iy dimimish in size when dead and dry, and
their matter 1n consequence most brittie,
ensily crumbies, turns to dust, and blows
away.

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FROG FIsHING.

How the Bull Variety is Captured in Virginia
—Preparing the Catch for Market.
Washington ~tar. 2
Every evening just as old Sol sinks be-
hind the hills of Virginia and the suuset
gun booms forth the close of another day
thiere is & class of men who are just begiu-
ning their day's work, or more dpljopgrly
speaking, their night's work. And 1t 1s &
puculiar kind of labor. They are frox
hur ters and earn gquite a respectabie liveli-
hooa hy hunting frogs for the restaurants
and hotels. Almost every one 18 familiar
with the anmusical ery of the frog, but few
are they who know one when they see it
Many people in speaking of frogs confound
them with toads. Now while frogs and
toads are closely related, they have little
in common except appearance. The frog's
legs are wuch larger than the toad's and his
voice 18 also superior. There are a great
many frogs eaten in Washington. S
Not many years ago frogs’ legs as a deli-
cacy were unknown, but that time has
passed away, and now frogs' legs on toast
18 considered & great delicacy all the world
over. There are lots of frogs about Wash-
ington. The mauy swamps about the eity
fairly swarm with the agile croakers, and
the river, particalarly the eastern branch,
ia noted not only as one of the best breed-
ing-places for frogs, but of furnishing the
very finest species. Frogs come {rom
swamps in all localities, but the climate
and water, coupled with the abundance of
food which is found in the Potomac river,
greatly enhances the value of frogs which
are caught about here. There are a great
many ways of bunting frogs. 3
One way is by shooting them. This is
mostly practiced by boys, who, armed with
& parlor ritle, wade cautiously through the
marshes and shoot the unsuspecting frog-
gies as they sit in some shady nook watch-
ing for flies. It takes sharp eyes and a
ood marksman, bowever, to hunt sucoess-
ully in this manner. Apother way, and
by far the one whieh furnishes the most
sport, is by fishing for them, or better still
casting for them. A good trout fisherman
armed with a light bam rod and a guady-
colored fly can tina ‘Plent_v of sport by cast-
ing among the reeds and grasses along the
edge of & marsh. OUn the other side of the
bridge the other day a reporter was greatly
amused at seeing » smali colored boy
with a long switch to which was attached
s line and @& piece of red fiannel on the
end with a hook concealed in it catching
frogs as fast as he could put 10. While his
attention was diverted to a passing train a
frog enapped at his line and was in turn
gobbled up by & snapnring turtle, which lat-
ter finding himself uu{”t. ewam to the
bottom and refused to moved by the

lone tisherman, who thought he had asturg-

eon.

The modus operandi of catching frogs in
the most approved manner—that is with
bull’s eye and sack—seems simple enough
to uninitiated, but is quite the reverse in
actual practice. A few nights since a re-
porter accompanied a couple of the most
experienced frog-hunters on oneé of their
nightly excursions. Arriving at a point
on the eastern branch everything was
found to be in readiness for the trip. A
frogger's boat 1s not in itself peculiar, and
not unlike hundreds of other bozts used
for various purposes on the river. A light
skift propelled by a broad paddie ur & pash-
ing pole makes good progress. The ontfit
18 simple enough. BSeveral bags, a light
bard-wood stick and a bull's-eye lantern of
the most approved patteru, with the strong-
est possible reflector, is all that is needed.
It was pearly 10 o'clock when the boat
pushed off, the repeorter in the bow with a
lantern and the hunter behind furnishing
the miotive power. It was a warm, marky
evel‘zimg. with pienty of malaria in the
wind.

The trip to the hunting-ground was un-
eventful. Soon the boat was moving
through the still waters of the eastern
branch, hugging the shore closely, and the
music of the game sounded from nearly
every direction. The old hunter spoke in
whispers, but his voice sounded strangely
loud on the still air. But_the frogs san
on unmindful of it all. It was a gran
concert with never a discord, mot even a
jar. The deep baes voice of the old pa-
triarch and the treble of the young female,
coupled with the musical tenor of the
young and juicy male, mingied with the
quarrelsome tone of old Mre. Frog and the
almost patbetic tone of the very small
yonngater. whose voice was not unlike the
cry of an infant, farnished s uniqgne chorus.
The beat skirted the banks, and at the
commmand of the old hunter the slide of the
bull's-eye lantern was thrown and she light
tiashed ont.

It was dazzling in its brightness, snd for
a moment the {rogs, squatting about on the
waunkapin leaves, ceasec their croaking
and winked helplessiy at the light, anable
even to drop inw the water. This was the
hunter’s chance, and as the boat glided
past them (the light still shiuving in their
eyes) he seized the frogs one after another
by the nap of the neck with his right hand,
and transferred them to s bag which he
held open. The work was done quickly,
and in a short time half adozen frogs, who
by this time had thoroughly come out of
their dazed condition, were making vigor-
ous efforts to escape. The hunting con-
tinoed in the same way until three dozen
and a half large frogs were added to the
stock 1n trade. This, at the wholesale price
of 80 cents per dozen, made the trip qnite

rotitable, A large number of the L.aters

ave men to prepare the frogs for market.
The reporter had an opportunity of wit-
nessing the modus operand.. _

An old colored man armed with a sharp
knife made a circnlar incision about the
frog’s body at the point where the legs join,
and inserting his finger in the cut quickly
and deftly drew the skin off. A slit war
then made and the upper portion of the
body of the frog was stripped of its beauti-
ful green covering.

Up to within only a few years ago only
the legs of the frogs were eaten, but now
evervthing except the head is utilized.
Every cook bas his own metbod of prepar-
ing frogs for the table, and, of course, the
taste varies with the cook. The wost pop-
ular wav is to fry them in butter and serve
bot with parsley. The use of frogs for the
sick-room is recommended by physicians
anda broth made from their tender legs is
excellent food for weak stomachs. Their
meat taftes somewhat like chicken, al-
though it is vastlv superior in flaver and

tenderness.
